HIS NAME IS FORGOTTEN. 

Man Who Started Apple Culture in Ihe 

West YVas Something of a Y agahond. 

The history of (he apple in the 
United States is almost contempora¬ 
neous xvltli the settlement of the conn 
try. It is definitely known that tlie 
first apple trees planted in America 
were Imported b.v the Dutch settle 
ment at N'exx Y’ork in 1614. Apple 
trees were also known to have been 
growing at Jamestown, Ya., as early 
as 1622. Until within the last half 
century apples were grown almost 
solely for cider-making, ns is the case 
to-day in France. As hard elder xvill 
produce drunkenness and a horrible 
katzenjammer, William Penn advised 
his colonists in Pennsylvania to culti¬ 
vate indigenous fruits alone, as apples 
xvere then used almost exclusively for 
making eider or applejack. 

Many of tI k* orchards of tin* pioneers 
of tin* middle xvest xvere grown from 
seeds obtained in a peculiar way. Some 
man whoso name lias been forgotten, 
and who is remembered only by the 
appellation of ’ Apple-Seed Johnny," 
traveled through tin* xvest and scatter¬ 
ed among the settlors untold quantities 
of apple seeds. Ho gave them away 
free of charge and ho was given a 
hearty welcome at every cabin door. 

Tiie last decade or two lias shown 
xvomiorful development of the large 
commercial apple orchards in tlie west 
and tin* industry has noxv assumed 
vast proportions. Apples, for instance, 
are exported to England and many 
foreign countries. Apple cores from 
the big drying establishment's are pur¬ 
chased h.v eastern buyers and shipped 
to France to be used in the adultera¬ 
tion ot wines and champagne. A large 
part of this champagne and xvine is 
shipped back to America in xvine casks 
made at I’oplar Bluff. Mo., in tin* 
largest barrel factory in tlie world.

“Vet while Death Valley is Inhabit¬ 
ed by practically none and permanent 
life there is deemed well-nigh impossi¬ 
ble, Bah rin lias a population of sev¬ 
eral thousand people and has lii.i mi 
existence as a village for many cen¬ 
turies. Of course, the people are 
stunted mentally and to a slightly less 
extent physically, n fact due to the 
fearful conditions under which they 
live; but they do live there, an t ire 
probably the nearest approach to sala¬ 
manders in the human family. What 
do they do for water and food? Why. 
the latter is brought to them in bouts 
and sold in exchange for the fertilizer 
they dig from tlio desert, and the lat¬ 
ter they have in fairly good abundance 
near them. Von thought I said there 
was no water within several hundred 
miles of the place. Well, so I did—on 
the land—but there are a number of 
fresh-water springs on the bed of the 
saline gulf within a few hundred 
yards from tlie shore. 

“It is probably the only p!a -> on 
earth where fresh drinking water is 
secured from a salty sea. The 'vitcr 
gushes up in considerable volume from 
these springs and is secured by divers. 
The gulf is only about 30 feet deep 
at tills point. The divers plunge to 
the bottom with empty goatskins and 
place the orifice of the skin bag li- 
rectly over the mouth of the spring. 
It tills in a few seconds, and the diver 
closes the orifice and is pulled hack to 
the boat by a rope. That is the way 
the water supply for the community 
on shore is secured. The springs ire 
supposed to be due to underground 
streams which have their origin in the 
green hills of Osman, over 500 aides 
Inland.”—St. Louis Globe-Deinocrar..

The destruction of the Ilatsuse by a mine ten miles off Port Arthur is 
the only great disaster that has overtaken the Japanese, and at that it Is 
an accident rather than a piece of naval strategy. The Ilatsuse was a battle¬ 
ship of 15,000 tons displacement. She was launched (In ISO!)) at Elswlck at 
the cost of over a million. The destruction of the vessel has been the occa¬ 
sion of strong protests from naval authorities at the action of Russia In 
strewing the higli seas with mines. The revised figures show that sixty-one 
non-commissioned officers anil 378 bluejackets were killed or drowned on 
board the Ilatsuse, while twelve bluejackets were seriously, and fifty sllglitly, 
injured. Seven officers and thirteen non-commissioned officers were slightly 
Injured.

Ini-rcuHcd Over Fifty- Per Cent During 
Quarter of a Century. 

The average length of ships has in 
creased some 50 to 00 per cent duping 
the last quarter of a century. Ths 
455 feet of the Britannic of 187-1 seem; 
almost Insignificant compared with the' 
703 feet of tlie latest White Star Liner 
Cedric and the 700 feet of tlie project¬ 
ed Cunarilers. The 1,000-foot vessel wil 
assuredly not he long in coming 
Berths are even now devised t,> accord ' 
with iliis standard, and entrance locks j 
and graving docks are also being' 
lengthened. A few years hack 500 feel i 
were considered an extreme dimension, 
nowadays this is deemed very moder¬ 
ate. The length of an entrance lock 
does not, of course, ub. dutely limit ■ 
the size of vessels. 

The beam of ships has increase 
more rapidly than the length. Tin 
beam of the Britfanie was 45 feet and 
a ratio between length and breadth ol 
about 10 to 1 was maintained fairly 
well until ten years ago, when the 
Campania was built with a breadth of 
05 feet to a length of Odd feet. At 
present the dimensions exhibited In the 
Ceilrie and Celtic, length 080 feel, 
breadth 75 feet; the Wiiimer Castle, 
length 570 feet, breadth 04 feet, and 
other recent vessels indicate a decid¬ 
ed tendency toward tlie establishment 
of a ratio of !> to 1. The maximum 
beam does not yet exceed 78 feet, 
which is amply covered by entrance 
locks and passages 80 to loo feet In 
width, constructed fifty years ago tin- 
der the regime of paddle steamers. 
Consequently the increase In beam has 
not had so perceptible an effect on 
dock construction as the Increase in 
length. 

Only in depth lias the progress of 
naval construction been less marked. 
The draught of the Campania. 33 feet, 
in 1803 was no greater than that of 
some vesseis twenty years before. The 
I latest German types have a loaded 
draught of only 30 feet, while the most 
modern British vessels attain to 33 
; feet, lint In neither ease is the increase 
proportional to that of the other dimen¬ 
sions. This discrepancy is due to the 
difficulty of obtaining adequate depth 
of water in approaching channels and 
I over the sills of existing docks. -Das
